THE AGED FATHER 
DEFENDS HIS SON 


M olineiix’s D ram atic S ta te m e n t M ade lu 
C o u rt B efore D eath S entence 
W as Passed.

17.— Roland 
B. 
Molineux was sentenced to die in Sing 
Sing prison during the week of March 
26, for tho murder of Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams. 
He made a statement assert­ 
ing that he had not been fairly convicted 
aud tluit “yellow journalism” bed put 
a price upon his head. 
After denouncing the newspapers and 
making quite unextended argument in 
his own behalf, the defendant paused, 
either to regain his composure or to con­ 
trol his tentier, and went on speaking 
with remarkable clearness and angry ve­ 
hemence. 
"I denounce and despise,” he said, 
“the aet of the district attorney in at­ 
tempting to villify,the reputation of the 
pure aud lovely woman who bears my 
name. 
It was the act of a blackguard 
and a villainous lie. 
“Now, your honor (to the recorder), 
I am prepared for sentence. 
I am not 
afraid.” 
Recorder (Toff, in pronouncing 
fence, reminded the defendant that his 
counsel had already presented all the 
facts to the jury and that the court had 
but one duty to perform. 
General Molineux was asked about 
the fund it had been proposed to raise 
for him to defray the expenses he had 
been under by the trial, and he said 
when inquiry was made regarding his 
acceptance: “ Absolutely and under no 
circumstances would I accept such a 
thing.” 
After obtaining permission of Re­ 
corder Golf to speak, Moliueux’s state­ 
ment was as follows: 
“I thank > < mr honor. Of the crim e for which 
I stand convicted, and for still another crim® 
with which I am charged, I am absolutely and 
entirely innocent. All of the evidence—” 
The court—You are not charged w ith any 
other crime, 
The defendant—I suppose I m ight refer to it, 
since the district attorney did in his opening 
and closing argum ent. 
The court—Your counsel has attended to all 
of that m atter. 
The defendant—Very well, your honor. All 
of the evidence produced here docs not point 
in the direction of guilt on m y part. I refer 
especially to the evidence of Miss Mirier in re- 
Enrd to the purchase of tile silver bottle 
holder; she did not sell it to m e. Also to the 
evidence of Mr. Koch, respecting the letter 
box hired by»a somebody in the nam e of 
Harry Cornish—it was not hired by me. ALso 
to the evidence given .by Mr. K utnow respect­ 
ing sample boxes sent around th e country by 
his firm—none of which came to me. 
• 
Nor did I possess at any tim e any of the in* 
st rumen t.s which appear to have been used in 
this crime, and I never for one moment had a 
murderous motive. As for the theories which 
the prosecution offers, I do not think I should 
be convicted upon their suppositions or the 
guesses they may wi^h to indulge in. I cannot 
conceive, your honor, how any honest m an can 
believe the testim ony of Nicholas Heckmann, 
who convicted m e upon an identification which 
Was tor sale.

N ew York, Feb. 17.—General Ed­ 
ward Leslie Molineux, the father of 
Roland B. Molineux, issued a statement 
from his home in Brooklyn to tho news­ 
papers of the country, saying in part: 
It lins been intim ated in some of the news­ 
papers that ii fund should be ruisid for assist­ 
ing the defense of my son. I owe no man a 
dollar, 
and 
I 
neither 
need nor 
desire 
any assistance of such a character. I feel and 
am am ply able, in health, strength and in the 
courage natural to a man, to sustain all tin 
burdens that God has placed upon me until lb' 
wills otherwise. I am rich in the firm belief in 
the justice of Almighty God, in the devoted 
love and comfort of a noble wife, my sons and 
their wives all united, all certain in the inno­ 
cence of Roland Burnham Molineux, and cer­ 
tain th at it will be so found in time. 
I need for myself no other assistance and rn 
other com fort or support. But for my house­ 
hold I do need, and I do appeal for the support 
of the prayers of all those of every denom ina­ 
tion and of every faith, who, like myself, fem 
that m y son is innocent and the victim of an 
unjust persecution. I appeal, m oreover, to 
•‘very m an who is a man to respect the sanc­ 
tity of th e grief of my afflicted wife and my 
sorely afflicted daughter, my (laughter iii affec­ 
tion and m y daughter-in-law by lier m arriage 
to my son, Blanche ChAsobrou^h Molineux. 
In their behalf, my friends, gallant com rades 
of the G rand Arm y of the Republic, gallant 
soldiers of the Confederacy, late foes, but 
now friends, as well as all others who resent 
injustice and revere womanhood, I ask you to 
assist them during the struggle in the front j 
lines of defense of those, my best of earthly ( 
blessings. 
As for m y sons, I tru st th at they are brave 
men, w ith the strength to live and die bravely. 
I have seen my son Roland asleep aa a child by 
his m other's side; I have seen him asleep in his 
eell after the verdict condemning him to death 
had been pronounced. W ho is better able than 
I, his father, to judge w hether th a t sleep was 
the natural sleep of innocence ? And I have 
heard his first words on awakening at the call 
of his father as by reveille from that sleep after 
the verdict: “How is Blanche ? How is moth- 
j er ?” and before that sad awakening, during all 
the dreary days of his confinement, day by day, 
week by week, month by m onth, there has been 
always th a t first loving cry from his lips for 
“Blanche and m other.” 
Can he be guilty of 
cowardly poisoning ? Is it possible ? Can it lie V 
No. I know th a t ho is innocent as I know that 
I am alive. 
Although no lawyer, I have always believed 
th a t the American bar is the purest in the 
world, and I still believe and honor and respect 
the bar as such, W ith this belief, it has been 
impossible for me to understand how a mem­ 
ber of th at bar, and in addition a swc *n public 
prosecutor, a man educated in an A rneriean 
college and associating w ith American men, 
could assault, by vile insinuations, a woman, 
the wedded wife of the defendant. 
Moreover, where should the m other and wife 
of my son have been when he was on trial for 
his life? 
Does not every voice say th a t they should 
have been a t his side, and does not every heart 
endorse th a t sentim ent ? 
And yet we are told 
by the authority presiding over th at trial t lint 
the presence of my wife and my daughter was 
“a m atter of taste concerning which men might 
differ.” 
It is a m atter concerning which I can 
conceive no difference in opinion, and I believe 
that in this view I ani correct. 
Tile prosecuting officer has stated in a pub­ 
lic interview’ th a t I was conscious of the guilt 
of my son. The assertion is made unequivo­ 
cally and m ust be answ ered in like m anner 
It is absolutely false and m ust have been 
known to him to have been false when he 
made it.

existence. 
It is quite 
costly ; but we are determined that no 
inferior material shall be made use of;

in any particular. 
The new ARC will 
give a much more general distribution 
of light than did the old. 
The shadows 
will not be nearly sa strongly defined as 
as at present. 
The light at the base of 
the arc will not be so intense, but will 
be rf fleeted along a horizontal plane,and 
the general public will appreciate fullv 
and he delighted with the improvement 
in this particular.” 
How about additional power? Will 
you have capacity to meet any and all 
demands for light or power?

“ Yes, with oar added power we shall 
be able to cater to our merchants and to 
some departments of the potteries, and 
cater in a most acceptable and saving 
manner—true economy oil the part of 
our patrons.” 
Have yon any objection to give the 
pnblic at large, through oar columns, a 
clear idea of your light capacity at 
present writing?

General Molineux was asked about

any assistance of such a character. I feel and 
am amply able, in health, strength and in the 
courage natural to a man, to sustain all tin 
burdens that God has placed upon me until l!-' 
wills otherwise. I am rich in the firm belief in 
tho justice of Almighty God, in the devoted 
love and comfort of a noble wife, my sons and 
their wives all united, all certain in the inno­ 
cence of Roland Burnham Molineux, and cer­ 
tain that it will bo so found in time. 
I need for my self no other assistance and rn 
other comfort or support. But for my house­ 
hold I do need, and I do appeal for the support 
of the prayers of all those of every denomina­ 
tion and of every faith, who, like myself, feel 
that my m n is innocent and the victim of an 
unjust persecution. I appeal, moreover, to 
avery man who is a man to respect th** sanc­ 
tity of the grief of my afflicted wife and my 
sorely afflicted daughter, my daughter in affec­ 
tion and my daughter-in-law by her marriage 
to my son, Blanche Ch*sebrou^h Molineux. 
In their behalf, my friends, gallant comrades 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, gallant 
soldiers of the Confederacy, late foes, but 
now friends, as well as all others who resent 
injustice and revere w o m a n h o o d , I ask you to 
assist them during the struggle in the front 
lim* of defense of those, my best of earthly 
blessings. 
As for my sons, I trust that they are brave 
men, with the strength to live and die bravely. 
(Im vc seen my son Roland asleep as a child by 
his mother’s side; I have seen him asleep in his 
cell after the verdict condemning him to death 
had been pronounced. Who is better able than 
I, his father, lo judge whether that sleep was 
the natural sleep of innocence? And I have 
Inard his first words on awakening at the call 
of his father as by reveille from that sleep after 
the verdict: “How is Blanche ? How is moth­ 
er ?” and before that sad awakening, during all 
the dreary days of his confinement, day by day, 
week by week, month by month, there has been 
always that first loving cry from his lips for 
“Blanche and mother.” 
Can he be guilty of 
cowardly poisoning ? Is it possible ? Can it be I 
No. I know thut he is innocent as I know that 
I am alive. 
Although no lawyer, I have always believed

costly; but we are determined that no 
inferior material shall be made use o f;

Business continues larger than ever at 
this season in amount of payments, and 
on the whole as large as ever in retail 
deliveries, though new transactions do 
not yet give assurance that it will hold 
at the same rate. Conditions affecting 
new orders and contracts have changed 
in some respects most favorably, while 
other changes tend to restrict operations 
for a time, but a conservative judgment 
pf the conflicting tendencies appear to 
warrant strong hope! 
Important branches of business are 
hindered by labor troubles, of which the 
building trade strike at Chicago affects 
the greatest number of contracts for in­ 
dustrial product* and the labor and 
Wflgea of the greatest moldier of men. 
The rise in wheat also brings out 
larger western receipts in tvv TTeeks, 
6,444,292 bushels, against 6,230,106 bush­ 
els last year, but A tlantic exports, flour 
included, in the same weeks hi re been 
only 3,645,408 bushels, against 0,192,407 
bushels List year. 
The price closed 
cent higher for the week. 
Coni exports 
of 6,241,000 bushels, against 4,807,215 
fur the same week laast year, seem to 
justify the rise of I cent, as western 
receipts fall a little below la^t year’s, iii 
two weeks, 11,035,073 bushels, against 
21,058,979 bushels last year. 
Tile suit of Mr. Frick against the Car­ 
negie comelily to obtain an accounting 
and settlement discloses enormous profits 
made when prices of steel products 
doubled last year, but when peace was 
kept by the gigantic iron and steel com­ 
binations.

Alter denouncing the newspajiers and 
making quite tin-extended argument in 
his own behalf, the defendant paused, 
either to regain his composure or to con­ 
trol his temiMT, and went on sfieaking 
with remarkable clearness and angry ve­ 
hemence. 
*‘I denounce and despise,” he said, 
“the act of the district attorney in at­ 
tempting to villify,the reputation of the 
pure and lovely woman who bears my 
name. It was the act of a blackguard 
aud a villainous lie. 
“ Now, your honor (to the recorder), 
1 am prejmved for sentence. I am not j 
afraid.”

Recorder Goff, in pronouncing sen­ 
tence, reminded the defendant that his 
counsel had already presented all the 
facts to the jury and that the court had 
but one dut> to perform. 
General Molineux was asked about 
the fund it had been promised to raise 
for linn to defray the expenses he had 
been under by the triad, and he said 
when inquiry was made reptrding his 
acceptance: “ Absolutely und under uo 
circumstances would I accept such a 
thing.”

I have seen ray son Roland asleep as a child by 
his mother s side; I have seen him asleep in hi* 
cell after the verdict condemning him to death 
had Iss-n pronounced. Who is better able than 
I, his father, to judge whether that sleep was 
the natural sleep of innocence? And I have 
heard his first words on a wakening at the call 
of his father as by reveille from that sleep after 
the verdict: “ How is Blanche V How is moth­ 
er ?” and before that sad awakening, during all 
the dreary days of his confinement, day by day, 
week by week, month by month, there lias been 
always that first loving cry from his lips for 
“Blanche and mother.”
